IN A SEWER PIPE 


Chamois Bag, Dropped in Basin, 
Recovered With Jewels Safe, 
Though It Was Open. 





ARTICLES LOST SATURDAY 


Crowd Attracted by Search for 
Mrs. Louis Klein’s Property 
on Julian Avenue. 





Three men, digging up the front lawn 
of the Le Roy Apartments, 5633 Julian 
avenue, Tuesday morning, were the cen- 
ter of curious inquiry. 

Some of the neighbors suggested that 
oil or a mineral deposit was being 


sought; others that buried gold was 


the object of the quest. The latter sur- 
mise proved to be in part true, but it 
was learned that the sodded lawn was 
supposed to conceal not only gold, but 
diamonds. 

Mrs. Louis Klein, one of the dwellers 
in the apartments, watched the men at 
their digging and told other women that 
three articles of diamond jewelry which 
she valued at $1500, were believed to be 
in a sewer pipe toward which they were 
torking. 

Appeal Sent to City Hall. 

A chamois skin bag, containing the 
jewelry, was dropped accidentally Sat- 
urday by Mrs. Klein into a basin i 
the bathroom connecting with the sewer. 
After ineffectual attempts to recover 
it from within the house, an appeal 
was made to the Sewer Department, 
and three laborers with shovels were 
sent to dig up the yard. 

When the laborers uncovered the pipe 
and made ready to open it, there was 
an anxious moment for Mrs. Klein and 
the spectators. Then one of the men 
shouted: “‘We’ve got it,’”’ and a moment 
later a drenched bag containing the dia- 
monds, was displayed. 

Although the bag was half open, none 
of the contents had been lost. 

Jewels’ Betrothal Gifts. 

Mrs. Klein told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday afternoon that the 
articles of jewelry were engagement 
presents from her husband, who is 
in the millinery business. One was 
a solitaire engagement ring, valued 
at $400, another a la _ valliere of 
pearls and diamonds, valued at $300, 
and the third a diamond sunburst 
which she considered worth $800, 

“I was determined not to lose them,”’ 
she said, ‘‘and I have been so worried 
that I could hardly sleep for the last 
pegee | nights. Saturday night I didn’t 
sleS at all. When the men were dig- 
ging [ couldn’t keep away from them, 
not because [ distrusted them in any 
way, but because of my anxiety to 
know whether my jewels were really 
lost.”’ 

The pipe, at the spot where the jewels 
were recovered, is nearly six feet below 
the sidewalk level.

The fight of attorneys of Joseph Sei- 
del, accused jointly with Mrs. Anna 
Hunning of the murder of the woman’s 
husband, Martin Hunning, for a change 
of venue was continued before Judge 


Dearing at Hillsporo, Tuesday. Several 
witnesses were called to teatify to preju- 
dice in the county against the defend- 
ants. 

County Judge James H. Winter, in 
response to a question by an attorney, 
admitted he had once said, speaking of 
the Hunning case, ‘‘We ought to have 
un hanging in Jefferson Ceunty to put it 
back upon the map.”’ He made this re- 
mark in Jefferson City, he said, when 
he first heard of the Hunning murder. 

Prosecutor Miller said he felt confident 
the motion for a change of venue would 
be overruled. He said he believed Sei- 
del could get as fair a trial in Jefferson 
County as anywhere else. 

In the fight for a change of venue 
Monday Judson Pounds, a farmer, told 
the Court that residents of Sugar Creek 
Valley had held a mock trial and found 
Joseph Seidel guilty of the murder of 
Martin Hunning. This was urged by 
the attorneys for the defense as proof 
an impartial jury could not be found in 
Jefferson County to try the accused 
man. 1 

Prosecutor Miller anticipated the fight 
for a change of venue and had _ ar- 
ranged for witnesses to be subpenaed 
to show there is no such prejudice 
against Seidel. 

The little courtroom was packed when 
Mrs. Hunning and Seidel were brought 
in for arraignment.

MEETING IN AN UPROAR

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 26.—The 


Indiana Republican convention today 
adopted a resolution instructing the 
States’ four delegates-at-large to the 
national convention to vote for the re- 
nomination of President Taft. National 


Committeeman Harry S. New, former 
Vice-President Charles W. Fairbanks, 
James E. Watson and Joseph D. Oliver 
were eleceted delegates. 

The Taft faction had an apparent ma- 
jority of 105 over the supporters of Col. 
Roosevelt, who withdrew to the rear of 
the hall, held another convention and 
named Roosevelt delegates-at-large. 
They are: Senator A, J. Beveridge, Fred 
Landis, Edwin M. Lee and Charles H. 
Campbell. 

Both factions claims theirs is the only 
legal convention. 

Taft and “Teddy” Cheered. 

A storm of shouts of ‘“‘Taft’’ and ‘‘Ted- 
dy’’ broke when State Senator William 
R. Wood of Lafayette, who first called 
the convention to order, declared he 
did not believe the ‘“‘people of this 
country will condemn the just President, 
William Howard Taft.’’ 

Wood was permitted to say only a 
few words when his voice was drowned 
by shouts of “Roosevelt,” and ‘‘Keep 
still, Wood.’’ 

Horace Stillwell of Anderson, a Roose- 
velt man, took the chair and pleaded 
for a hearing for Wood, as temporary 
chairman. < 

Derisive calls of ‘‘Harmony”’ greeted 
John B. Cockrum when he rose to read 
the majority report of the Committee 
on Credentials. ‘‘This is not a mob,”’ 
he retorted. “I will read this report if 
I stay here till August.’’ 

“We had a majority of 87 votes,’’ 
said Edwin M. Lee, manager of the 
Roosevelt campaign in Indiana, after the 
convention, “but it was made ineffective 
by the road-roller methods of the Taft 
controlled organization of the conven- 
tion. The four delegates at large we 
elected at our independent convention 
are the legally chosen delegates to the 
National Committee. 

“The initiative, referendum and re- 
call,’’ says the majority report, ‘‘would 
weaken and destroy the strength and 
perpetuity of our system of representa- 
tive government. 

Taft Administration Praised. 

“The unbroken custom of limiting the 
presidential tenure to a period of two 
terms” is held to have ‘‘the potency of 
a constitutional limitation.’’ President 
Taft’s administration is praised and it is 
maintained he is entitled to renomina- 
tion.

was either to eliminate competition 
or to fix, regulate and control prices 
of fresh beef in manner and form as 
charged in the indictment, or some 
count thereof, then you will not be 
justified in finding the defendant 
guilty. 

The court held that the question of 
injury done to the public was not an 
element to be considered by the jury. 

The necessary facts which the 
Government must have established 
to warrant a verdict of guilty was, 
first, that the defendants carried on 
the trade in the period in the indict- 
ment as charged, and, second, that 
the defendants prevented, restrained, 
restricted or stifled competition and 
fixed and regulated and controlled 
sales prices of fresh beef as the di- 
rect result of a combination between 
them. 

The court held “that to make an 
officer or agent of a corporation 
criminally liable for a corporate act 
done by another agent it must ap- 
pear, first, that the officer or agent 
to be charged had knowledge of the 
act of the other, and, second, that he 
personally participated therein.” 

High Cost of Living. 

The Court directed the jury to disre- 
gard the testimony concerning the hand- 
writing on telegrams as being that of 
J. Ogden Armour and Thomas J. Con- 
ners. The Court held that the jurors 
could compare the handwriting with 
other writing in evidence. In conclu- 
sion, Judge Carpenter said: 

“I charge you particularly that the 
defendants are not to be convicted 
merely upon suspicion; they are not to 
be convicted merely because you think 
such a conviction might be popular. And 
here let me say that the matter of the

WASHINGTON, March 2%.—Presiden* 
Taft today transmitted to Congress the 
Tariff Board’s report on the cotton 
schedule, with the recommendation that 
that section of the tariff law be taken 
up with a view to revision and reduc- 
tions in the rates of duty. 

The President advises Congress that 
the board’s investigations have shown 
that the duties on some cotton yarns 15 
two and three times in excess of the 
difference of the cost of production in 
the United States and abroad. The du- 
Wes imposed because of finishing proc- 
esses are in excess of the difference 
in the extra cost of finishing and are 
iften in excess of the total domestic 
cost of finishing. 

Prices paid by consumers in the United 
States are higher than abroad, even

The President’s message is a com- 
prehensive summary of the board's find- 
ings. As in its report on the woolen 
schedule and the pulp and paper sched- 
ule, the board makes no recommenda- 
tions, and suggests no duties in its re- 
view of the compley subject. 

The President says he bases his rec- 
ommendations on the declaration of the 
platform on which he was elected— 
“that a reasonable protective tariff 
should be adjusted to the difference in 
cost of production at home and abroad,”’ 

“The report of the board shows the 


_ difficulty of stating in general terms, 
' differences in costs of production for a 


great variety of cotton manufactures,”’ 
the President wrote, The differences 
vary widely, according to the character 
of the particular fabric. 


Difference in Spinning Cost. 

“The report shows that the cost of 
spinning cotton yarn in this country is 
greater than in the leading competing 
countries. In the case of ordinary warp 
and filling yarns, forming the bulk of 
the production of the domestic industry, 
the foreign cost of turning cotton into 
yarn is shown to be about 70 per cent of 
the domestic cost. 

“The duty on these yarns is two or 
three times in excess of the diference 
in cost of production. On some highly 
specialized yarns and on yarns of the 
highest count—that is, of greatest fine- 
nesa—the: duty in some cases about 
equalizes the difference in ecodnvension 
vosts. 

“In many cases, however, on the hizgh- 
cr g:ades of yarn which are produced 
in this country, the duty is in excess 
of the difference in the cost of produc- 
ticn, though by a much less amount 
than in the case of ordinary warp and 
filling yarns. 

“The difference in the cost of weaving 
yarns into cloth as between this country 
and its chief competitor varies accord- 
ing to the character of the fabric. In 
the case of many cloths of plain weave 
ihe American cost of weaving seems 
to be lower than the foreign cost du 
t» the greater number of looms tended 
per weaver tn this country. This re- 
fuces the labor cost per yard despite 
the higher earning of the American 
weaver. 

How Price

‘‘Under the existing system of distri- 
bution, a slight reduction of duties 
would, in some cases, materially re- 
duce the price to the consumer, while 
in other cases a large reduction of the 
duties would not change the price to the 
American consumer at ali.”

Vantage possessed by either country. 
Conmiparing all of the yarns selected by 
the board as samples, the I:nglish lator 
cost was found if be on an average cf 
practically seven-eighths of the Amer- 
ican in two mills selected 

Enforced Limit en Inquiry. 

It was not possible for the board, 
with the time and money at its disposal, 
to investigate each of the items of the 
cotton schedule, and its werk was con- 
fined to yarns, threads, textile funrics 
and such specialties as tapestries. plush, 
hosiery, table damask and the like. 

Figures are presented to show that al- 
though labor costs in the cottou indus- 
try are in many cases lower in tie 
United States than in England, yet the 
actual hourly earnings in this country 
are, in most of the principal occupations, 
much greater. The conclusion is that 
on many plain fabrics the cost of pro- 
duction in this country is not greater. 

The report gives some figures show- 
ing the difference in cost of cotton fab- 
ries at the mill and the cost to the con- 
sumer, Cloth sold at the mill at $3 or 
9 cents a yard reached the consuner at 
15 cents a yard. Some examples are 
ziven. 

‘In 1908 a quilt sold at the mill for 
62% cents was sold to the consumer at 
$1. In 1910 the mill increased the price 
to 75 cents and the price to the con- 
sumer went up to $1.50.’’ 

The board argues, however, that in 
some cases a reduction in the mill price 
might have no reduction for the con- 
sumer. A study of comparative statis- 
tics seems to show that the English 
consumer buys cheaper, because there is 
less profit between the mill man and 
the retailer. 

In determining costs the board did not 
take into consideration the item of in- 
terest upon investments, but the cost 
figures do allow for depreciation. 


Wide Variation Shown, 

Taking all the mills. covered by the 
investigation in each country, there 
were wider variations in the American 
costs secured than in the English cofts, 
due partly to the fact that the English 
mills were all in the Manchester district, 
where wages and other conditions are 
well standardized, while the American 
costs were taken from mills covering a 
much wider area, with much greater 
differences in labor and other condi- 
tions. Another reason for the wider 
variation in American costs is that the 
English mills for which figures are ob- 
tained are all of a modern and efficient 
type, while some of the American mills 
included were old and of low efficiency. 

Discussing duties in their relation to 
eost of Weaving and finishing the re- 
port says: 

“The ratio of the duty to the conversion 
cost bears little relation to the ratio 
of the duty to the foreign market value. 
Thus in some cases, duties which are 
less than 30 per cent advalorem will be 
one and a half times the total Ameri- 
can conversion cost while in other 
cases, duties of nearly 50 per cent ad- 
valorem will be only three-fourths of 
the American conversion costs. In the 
greater number of cases, the duties are 
greater than the total domestic costs of 
spinning and weaving. 


Margins Greater in America. 

“One of the most interesting results 
of the investigation is to be found in 
the facts included in the report re- 
garding the different methods of distri- 
bution in the two countries and the 
greater margin which exists between 
the prices at which the manufacturer 
sells his goods and the price at which 
the consumer buys them in this country 
as compared with similar prices in En- 
giand. The relation of the tariff to the 
prices paid by consumers can only be 
understood by fully comprehending the 
significance in American trade of the 
principles of ‘set prices.’ ”’ 

The summary of the report is a large 
pamphiet and the full report probably 
will fill two to four volumes. The woo: 
report filled four. It probably will be 
ordered printed by Congress.

EZ RASCO HANGED [= 


DENYING THAT tit 
KILLED 4 PERSONS 


Missourian Trailed to Home by 
Bloodhounds After an Entire 
Family Was Killed. 


MARYVILLE, Mo., March 2%.—Hez 
Rasco, murderer of the Hubbell family 
of four, was hanged in the yard of the 
county jail here as the clock was strik- 
ing 6 this morning. 

Rasco protested his innocence on the 
scaffold and recited the Twenty-third 
Psalm. 

The letter writted by Rasco to the 
Revs. Miller and Miller, his spiritual 
advisers, to be opeend after the execu- 
tion and which was believed to be a con- 
fession, simply thanks them for the 
comfort they had given him and for 
shywing him the way to everlasting 
life. It clases with a warning to young 
men to obstain from gambling, espe- 
cially with cards; to shun bad company 
apd to refuse liquor. 

The crime for which Rasco was hung 
was the murder of Mr. and Mrs. Oda 
Hubbel and their two small children at 
their home near Guilford, Mo., on the 
night of Nov. 2, 1910, and the firing of 
the house to cover up the murders. 
Bloodhounds taking up the scent at the 
scene of the crime, followed a trail to 
Rasco’s room in his father’s home and 
stopped at a closet in which was found 
a pair of his overalls. Rasco was spir- 
ited to St. Joseph, to prevent a lynch- 
ing. 

An oddly shaped print of a shoe heel 
near the Hubbel home corresponded with 
the heel of a pair of shoes worn by 
Rasco. 

The motive assigned by the State was 
Rasco’s desire to recover money wdén 
from him by Hubhel in a poker game. 
He was convicted on circumstantial evi- 
dence alone, his alibi having been torn 
to pieces by the introduction in court 
of a strange hunter whom he accused.

realized that only the fullest acknowl- 
edgment of the house acclaim would 
suffice as his own expression of thanks 
for an appreciation of his work so over- 
whelming in its spontaneous fervor. 
First he signaled to his 88 players and 
brought them to their feet, erect and 
formal as a battalion of soldiers hear- 
ing on dress-parade the approval of a 
commanding general. Then, as the 
Odeon rang with an even greater vol- 
ume of applause, Stransky yielded even 
further and gave an additional signal 
which swept his splendid orchestra into 
@ second peptoemanes, of the triumphant 
score, 

The passionate Strauss tone-picture, 
so amazingly realizing the curious leg- 
end of the world’s fear and dismay at 
the loss of fire, the fiercest of the ele- 
ments, and yet so indispensable for hu- 
man comfort and safety, and the mad 
rejoicing at its restoration, gave a ma- 
jestic opportunity for the most con- 
vincing proof of a great orchestra’s ut- 
terance of supreme and alli-dominating 
emotion. 

The opportunity was magnificently im- 
proved, the strings, the brasses, the 
wood-winds, the percussion battery, all 
combining in what really seemed a vast 
elemental unison to produee a climac- 
teric moment.of almost inconceivable 
grandeur in tonal eloquence. It was a 
great.etroke of instrumental art—I doubt 
if we in St. Louis have ever heard it 
equaled, 

And, happily, it had followed swiftly 
the Philharmonic interpretation of an 
other composer’s dreaming which af- 
forded -@ test-contrast of unforgetable 
beauty. 

This other score was the very levely 
Grieg elegiae-melody for string orches- 
tra, “The Last Spring,” in which, with 
ravishing poetic delicacy, the wistful 
souled Norwegian creates a marvelous- 
ly atmospheric picture of vernal days 
amid the melancholy fiords and rocky 
barrens of his native land. 

It is a picture that may Rot safely 
be attempted for reproduction by any 
but masters of their craft. In Monday 
night’s drawing by the Philharmonic 
string section it received a treatment 
which so fully brought out its charm 
that I doubt if any who heard will ever 
forget the completed tone-painting ulti- 
mately submitted. 

This, to my thinking, was the gem 
number of the night, although, as a mat- 
ter of course, its restriction of achieve- 
ment to the strings forbids its being 
employed as a basis of judgment upon 
the work of the orchestra as a whole.

NOBODY'S WIDOW’ 


Hopwood Comedy, Olympic Of- 
fering, Is Full of Laughable 
Situations. 





BRUCE M’RAE _~ PLEASES 
Small Cast Effectively Aids For- 
mer Heroine of ‘“‘Darting 


of the Gods.”’ 





In each of the three acts of ‘‘Nobody’s 
Widow,” which began a week’s engage- 
ment at the Olympic Monday night, 
Flianche Bates does one irresistible bit 
of comedy. 

In Act 1, draped in widow’s weeds, 
she shows her Palm Beach hostess 
the big doll she.has' purchased in 
France, and then, removing the doll’s 
lead, produces an array of contents 
indicating her belief that smuggling is 
only a conventional offense. 

Her second bit of pantomime comes 
in the second act, in the solemn devour- 
ing of grape fruit sandwiches as she 
takes in the situation which her sud- 
den arrival at a little supper-for-two— 
the two being her ‘“‘late’’ husband and 
the hostess—has broken up. 

The third requires a heroic sacrifice cf 
her personal charms, as she sits be- 
fore her boudoir dressing table and 
makes up into a perfect Sis Hopkins, 
with mop-twisted hair and the unsig!it- 
liest of patches. This is done to con- 
vince her hostess’ suitor, who has beea 
horrified by a chance view of the host- 
ess en deshabille, that all women look 
equally ugly at bedtime. 

Avery Hopwood’s ‘“farcial romance,”’ 
agl the playbill announces it, concerns 
itself with the second meeting of the 
Duke of Moreland (Bruce McRae) ani 
Mrs. Roxana Clayton (Miss Bates). The 
gnificance of the second meeting, which 
occurs at Palm Beach, is that on the 
occasion of their first meeting, in 
France. the Duke and Roxana were ma.-’- 
ried. They were happy for several min- 
utes, but separated when, within an 
hour after the ceremony, Roxana found 
the Duke kissing an.old flame. Rather 
than tell her friends what had happened, 
she put on mourning, and announced ito 
them that Mr. Clayton—she had known 
the Duke only by that name—had died 
suddenly. 

The Duke meets her at a Palm Beach 
house party, and while he consents, in 
their first interview, to ‘‘stay dead,” he 
has his own idea of a deceased husband's 
proper behavior toward his relict, and 
the fun, all the funnier for the supposed 
grief of the charming widow, runs 
through a course of rapid repartee un- 
ul things resume their intended course. 
“You Englishmen make shocking hus- 
bands,”’ is the hostess’ reproach to the 
Duke, at one stage. ‘‘Yes, but splendid 
ghosts,’’ is his retort. 

Bruce McRae avoided any burlesque 
Anglicism in his portrayal of the Duke, 
and behaved as an American husband 
might have done. The rest of the small 
cast, including Adelaide Prince as Bet- 
tie Jackson, and Kenneth Hunter as 
Ned, her somnolent suitor, met the de- 
mands of their parts amply, and if the 
supper scene between the Duke and Bet- 
ty was not exactly convincing, it was 
the playwright’s fault rather than the 
fault of the participants, who at any 
rate made it funny. It was a relief, in 
the second act, to see Miss Bates shed 
her mourning for colors more becoming 
to her. The last few minutes of the 
last act carry the action rather beyond 
what is required, and are—oh, la, la, la— 
so Frenchy.

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LITTLE WOMEN AT GARRICK. 

A sympathetic dramatization of Louisa 
M. Alcctt’s “Little Women”’ fairly cap- 
tivated a goodly sized audience at the 
opening production in St. Louis at the 
Garrick Monday night. Marian de For- 
est’s stage version of the famous lit- 
tle book crystalizes it into two hours 
and forty minutes of wholesome tears 
and good fun. 

The play’s homely heart interest does 
not falter for a moment. 

This result is due no more to the ap- 
peal of the story itself than to the cap- 
able interpretation it had from the 
well-selected cast of 12. 

Marie Pavey as Jo March, big sister 
and big tomboy, puts enough comedy 
into her role to make it delightfully 
suggestive of Rose Stahl in the best 
moments of the Chorus Lady. She bosses 
Meg and Beth and Amy when she ign’t 
mothering them, and makes no end of 
sacrifices, and as a line in the play 
says, ‘‘the bread that she cast on 
the waters returned to her buttered.’’ 

Jo gives up the sweetheart that Amy 
wanted, and marries the German profes- 
sor who had innocently braved her 
wrath by criticising as trash Jo’s love 
story that had been printed in a rather 
violently inclined periodical. 

The death scene of little Beth is in- 
tensely pathetic, played with admirable 
repression, and the big, stern-looking 
man in a stage box needn't have been 
ashamed of sniffling a bit. He was us- 
ing his handkerchief with no greater 
vigor thap the other folks in the house, 
men and women alike. 

Lynn Hammond as Mr. March, Ger- 
trude Berkeley as Mother March and 
Bessie Lea Lestina as Aunt March were 
genuinely good. Alice Brady, a daugh- 
ter of William A. Brady, the producer 
of the plece, plays the sweetly demure 
Meg.

FRENCH MINISTRY. 
ORGANIZES CHASE 
OF AUTO PIRATES 


Motor Car Squad Will Seek Per- 
petrators of Robbery and 3 
Murders in 3 Hours. 








MAKE FLIGHT ON TRAIN 
Abandoned Machine, Containing 
Hats and Cartridges, Pro- 
vides Only Clew.

PARIS, March 26.—At a specially con- 
vened meeting of the French Cabinet 
today it was decided to strengthen and 
centralize the French Detective Depart- 
ment and organize a division of secret 
service men to operate in swift auto~- 
mobiles to cope with the new type of 
criminal called the “auto bandit.”’ 

A general alarm was sent out from 
the Prefecture of Police to all the po- 
lice authorities throughout Europe in 
connection with the murders commit- 
ted yesterday by the gang that has ter- 
rorized the highways of France. No 
trace, however, has been found of the 
brigands who, besides killing 4 chauf- 
feur at Villeneuve-St. George’s, held up 
a bank at Chantilly, killing two of the 
employes and wounding another and 
stealing $8000. 
Apparently the police are powerless 
against this organization and @ section 
of the press is beginnig to criticise 
Louis Lepine, the Prefect of Police, who 
is charged with allowing his administra- 
tion to get out of date. 

Criminals Work Rapidly. 
The feature of yesterday’s series of 
crimes is the startling rapidity with 
which they were committed. An auto- 
mobile was stolen by the bandits as it 
was passing through the historical 
Forest of Senart, about 25 miles from 
Paris, at 8:15. From that place it was 
traced to Paris and Chantilly, where it 
arrived at 10:30. Its occupants had 
stormed the bank at Chantilly, 23 miles 
to the northeast of Paris, returned to 
the suburb of Asnieres with the spoils, 
and escaped by 11:30, after which all 
trace of them was lost. 
The stolen automobile was seen and 
recognized by the cyclist police on 
watch at Asnieres about 11:30 a. m. The 
police sprang upon their bicycles and 
gave chase, but were soon distanced. 
Shortly afterward they came up with 
the automobile, which had been aban- 
doned by the bandits close to the ralil- 
road. This is the last trace of the as- 
sassins, and it is assumed they jumped 
the fence to the track and boarded a 
train for Argenteull, which usually 
slows down at this point. 

In the abandoned vehicle the police 
found an empty portfolio belonging to 
the Chantilly Bank, which removes all 
doubt that the Villeneuve-St. Georges 
assassins were also those of Chantilly. 
Two hats, with a number of cartridges 
for revolvers and carbines, were found 
in the machine.

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THE KEY TO THE TEXTILE SETTLEMENT. 

From sources connected too intimately with the 
Textile Trust to be doubted comes the report 
that the raise in wages of wool and cotton mill 
workers in New England is to be followed by an 
increase in the price of the goods from their 
looms. There is no reason to suspect that the 
report is unjustified. 

The Aldrich-Payne tariff law, which Mr. Taft 
approved, disapproved and now temporizes about, 
gave these textile bosses a bigger profit than 
ever before, yet they seized upon the mere fact 
of a rewriting of the iniquitous textile schedules 
originally framed by their own agent as a pre- 
text for increasing prices to the consumer. No 
one will be surprised that, forced by public 
opinion to grant their employes a small advance 
toward living wages, they hasten to transfer to 
the wearers of clothing made from their cloths 
the burden of the higher wage.

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*‘GOOD BREEDING’’ IN CHICAGO. 

No fact is better established in the history of 
morals than that immorality increases in propor- 
tion to the extent of official restrictions on mar- 
riage. In spite of this, a Chicago “dean” an- 
nounces that after consultation with his bishop, 
it has been decided to require persons applying 
for matrimony to present “a certificate from a 
reputable physician, that they are normal, phys- 
ically and mentally.” 

This is the idea of the late Francis Galton. It 
is only one of his extensive stock of ideas, fads

In England now, the “lower classes” are under- 
taking to establish tests under which the upper 
classes will have to show they are “normal phys- 
ically and mentally,” not by a physician’s certifi- 
cate, but by going to work and showing ability to 
support themselves.

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COL. ROOSEVELT’S PURPOSE. 

In his Portland speech even more clearly than 
his Carnegie Hall speech, Col. Roosevelt reveals 
bigs intention to do his utmost to defeat Mr. Taft 
for re-election. He has gone to the limit cf un- 
fairness in construing Mr. Taft’s utterance with 
regard to representative government. He as- 
sumes that because Mr. Taft opposes the Roose- 
velt plan of reform and supports constitutional 
representative institutions the President believes 
in government of, for and by the privileged few. 
Mr. Taft need hardly defend himself from such an 
implication. 

The issue of the recall of judicial decisions, to 
which Mr. Roosevelt has devoted a part of one 
and all of two important campaign speeches, re- 
lates solely to the states. He says it has no con- 
nection with the Federal Constitution or the Fed- 
eral Courts. Nor has it anything to do with or- 
dinary civil or criminal suits; nor with the recall 
of judges. 

But Col. Roosevelt makes this one issue touch- 
ing state government tu Lasis of 4 vigorous at- 
tack upon all goverpmént as it has been admin- 
istered in the United States and an impassioned 
appeal to the people to take control of their gov- 
ernment. He pictures his issue as the vital issue 
of democracy and vaunts himself as the steward 
of the welfare, not alone of the American people, 
but of mankind. Sentence after sentence clearly 
indicates his view that he is.a new Moses leading 
the people out of the oppressions of the modern 
Pharoahs into the promised land of justice and 
liberty. 

Col. Roosevelt is too shrewd a politician not to 
realize the apparent hopelessness of his contest 
for the Republican presidential nomination. His 
announcement has not brought a great popular 
spontaneous response. On the contrary he finds 
himself compelled to beg for support. North Da- 
kota rejected him for La Follette. There is 
strong evidence that the great Republican states 
are aligning themselves with Mr. Taft, whose 
strength is increasing. The powerful Republican 
leaders are supporting the President. 

If Col. Roosevelt is not on a political spree, 
there is an object in his present campaign beyond 
that of obtaining the nomination. Even if ne is 
blind drunk with vanity and lust of power, there 
is a drunken purpose in his madness. The points 
we have noted suggest that purpose. The Colonel 
wants to lead a political revolution and form a 
new party. 

He expects to defeat Mr. Taft and thus wreck 
the present Republican organization. He expects 
to take possession of the Republican party in the 
name of progress. He expects to combine the 
Republican and Democratic progressives. Un- 
doubtedly the Colonel has a vision of himself im- 
mortalized in history as another Lincoln striking 
the shackles from the white slaves of America. 
He sees himself as the leader of a new democracy 
establishing a new nationalism. 

This is a large ambition with many obstacles in 
the way of its accomplishment. Humiliating de- 
feat may unsaddle the Colonel as a popular leader. 
The American people may recognize the dema- 
gogue in the mask of a Lincoln. A wise and 
liberal Democratic administration may accom- 
plish the reforms needed witiout nullifying the 
constitution or mutilating representative govern- 
ment. The American people may decide to make 
their present form of government thoroughly rep- 
resentative; they may correct its evils without 
destroying its safeguards. 
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“Jackpot Government” will be the subject of 
the address of ex-Mayor Dunne at East St. Louis, 
a place where the allusion is certain to be under- 
stood. 





STIMULUS TO AMATEUR SPORTS. 

Excessive professionalism is the weak point in 
present-day sports. The stimulus it must inevit- 
ably give to local amateur sports of all kinds is 
one feature which invests the Post-Dispatch 
plan for a Public School Athletic League with 
an interest and importance not confined to 
school circles. 

The number of those who participate in school 
football and baseball contests is necessarily lim- 
ited. Encouragement of healthful sports in whose 
benefits all boys may share is the central idea 
in the Athletic League of the schools. Events 
will be arranged with a view to giving an all- 
round physical development, games of violence 
from which injury and harm to immature boys 
often result being avoided. Field days will be 
held at convenient intervals with a final compe- 
tition at a closing interschool meet. 

To introduce common sense into school athletics 
in which the entire body of boy pupils will be 
encouraged to join is a plan whose high merit is 
obvious. The increased interest on the part of 
schoo] boys in amateur sports may be expected 
to continue after their school days are over. 


Prof. Scott Nearing of Pennsylvania University 
figures that 320,762 trackmen and other laborers 
on the railroad system of the United States get 
but $1.38 a day, with time lost on days when they 
do not work.

Three sons of wealthy parents, including one 
from St. Louis, have got as far as the Pacific 
Coast in an attempt to work their way around 
the world. Probably they will succeed, for it 
is a feat which three girls from Englewood, N. 
J.. have just accomplished, with adventures 
which may make those of the young men seem 
tame, 

The three girls shipped as stewardesses on the 
freighter Suruga last October. The fact that 
their influential parents’ pull with the owners 
undoubtedly assisted in procuring for them the 
only status in which they could embark on the 
vessel, which has no license for passengers, de- 
tracts nothing from the enterprise of the girls 
and the interest in thefr unique voyage. As 
members of a crew which included 42 Chinese 
they went to the Straits Settlements, and then 
to Manfla, from which the ship has just returned 
to Boston loaded with hemp and sugar. They 
made landings at many Oriental ports and had a 
series of experiences which no three American 
girls probably ever had. before.

One other thing: they 
should be paid twice a month, as the majority of 
them have no credit at the groceries or meat 
r rkets and to only get about $30 per month 
they have to live very hard; they must save car 
fare out of that besides.

For one week’s work of nine hours per day, a 
girl in one of the nut factories earned $1.40. The 
price for picking whole kernels is 11 cents per 
pound, and for broken ones 3 cents per pound. 
If a girl is late one morning in the week, wheth- 
er first or last day, 1 cent per pound is deducted 
for the entire week’s work, making 10 cents for 
the whole kernels and 2 cents for the broken ones. 
Is it possible that an employer can make fines 
retroactive? 

Girls in the shoe factories and the garment 
factories many times lose a half day’s work if 
they are late, and are generally charged with the 
articles they spoil, but they ordinarily receive 
the damaged goods. In many restaurants wait- 
resses are charged with broken dishes. In the 
great wholesale houses employes are docked for 
the minutes they are late. But no disciplining I 
know of equals that of reducing the pitifully 
small piece work price for the days before the of- 
fense as well as after.

BATTLESHIP WILL 
COME UP RIVER AS 
FAR AS POSSIBLE 


New Hampshire Will Visit St. 
Louis in May Unless Two 
Bridges Interfere. 


By Wire From the Washiugton Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, March 26.—The hbat- 
tleship New Hampshire and the gunboat 
Petrel will visit St. Louls in May, pro- 
vided there is enough water in the Mis- 
Sissippi at that time to enable them to 
go that distance up the river from New 

Orleans and return. 

The Navy Department has ordered the 
battleships New Hampshire and Nebras- 
ka, and the Petrel, to take part in the 
Louisiana Statehood Centennial at New 
Orleans April 30, and the New Hamp- 
shire and the Petrel then will cruise up 
the Mississippi as far as they can go, 
the Nebraska returning to join the North 
Atlantic fleet. 


%-Foot Stage Sufficient, 

St. Louis river men said Tuesday that 
a 2%-foot stage of water, on the St. 
Louls gauge, would indicate sufficient 
water in the channel to float the New 
Hampshire, which draws 27 feet. The 
channel is about 3 feet deeper than the 
gauge reading. The river often rises 
above a 2%-foot stage in May, according 
to Weather Bureau records, and has 
gone as high as 36 feet in that month. 

But the river men pointed out another 
obstacle which, apparently, has not oc- 
curred to Navy Department offictais, 
and which, it is believed, woulda pre- 
vent the New Hampshire from reaching 
St. Louis, though the Petrel might come 
here. 

The Memphis and Thebes bridges, the 
river men say, are not far enough above 
the water for a battleship to pass un- 
der therm, at any stage of water which 
would float a battleship. The Thebes 
Bridge is 6 feet above hRigh water 
mark, and 108 feet above low water 
mark. The New Hampshire’s masts. 
according to naval recruiting officers 
ir St. Louis rise about 190 feet above 
the water, are not collapsible, and could 
not be removed without destroying the 
fighting effectiveness of the ship. 
They could be taken down, but the ves- 
sel would have to go back to the Navy 
Yard and be rebuilt before it would 
again be serviceable. 

Reserves Get a Cruiser. 

The Isla de Luzon, a protected cruis- 
er, of which Spain was once the proud 
owner, probably will be added  thtx 
spring to the scenery of the North 
St. Louls river front. The Navy De- 
partment has assigned the boat to St. 
Louls for the use of the Missouri Na- 
Val Reserves, in place of the moniter 
Amphitrite, which got only as far as 
Memphis last pring on its way here. 

Lieut. G. F. Schwartz of the Naval 
Reserves said that body was in better 
shape than ever before, and that the 
members were enthusiastic over the 
prospect of getting a new training ship.
